Starting with a gentle blow in mid-forenoon 


Tuesday, the worst mountain and sleet storm in 
the history of the Coke Region had gripped it by 
evening, causing damage that will run into hundreds 
of thousands of dollars, completely paralyzing trol- 
ley service, hampering steam railways and reducing 
telephone service to the lowest level on record. 
Even automobile traffic was seriously interfered 
with by broken telephone poles and wires. 
• 


Estimates place the loss at not less than a million dollars. 
For the first time since it began operation the power 


plant of the West Penn System was completely out of com- 
mission. The power was turned off Tuesday night at 9 
o'clock arid there was no definite forecast when service 
would be restored. It will not be before tomorrow. 


Shutting off the power wa* made neceuary by collapse of the com- 


pany's main feed ayslem between the Youghiogheny River and South Con- 
nellsville and elsewhere between the plant and Connellsville and by the 
tangled masses of wires in every part of the region between Point Marion 
and Mount Pleasant. To. attempt to send current over the lines would be tq 
expose hundreds to injury, possibly death. 


The 'blow was the wor»t ever experienced by the West Penn 3y«tem. 
The region will be without light, power or trolley service tonight. It 


may by Thursday night before limited service is restored. 


The West Perm System, the telephone and telegraph companies are 


the heavy suffererst Rain and sleet driven by a high wind formed a thick 
coating on poles and wires, snapping poles in all directions and strewing 
about miles of sagging and broken wires mostly telephone 


Had it not been for the ice, -which formed in places an inch and a half 


frhick'the storm might have passed off with no greater loss than any moun- 
tain blow. The added weight on poles and wires and tho force of the wind 
wrought great damage.
